This cannot happen in a conv en­ 
tion of delegates selected by tlie v o­ 
ters. 
Any name can be presented 
to a conv ention by any delegate. 
It 
permits the selection of men who are 
not

out the theory on which this gov ern­ 
ment was founded.

Iowa grows one hog for every 3.6 
acres of farm land, Indiana one for 
every 4.4 acres, Illinois one for each 
5.3 acres, and Missouri one for every 
5.9 acres. 
, “ The first, and I believe the most 
important step, to take in increasing 
the number of hogs is to reduce the 
loss from cholera. In 19 11, 477.000 
hogs died of cholera, worth approxi­ 
mately 2 1 2 million dollars to cover 
the loss due to the premature mar­ 
keting of pigs and brood sows caus­ 
ed by cholera and cholera scares.

ably prove the most regular and pro­ 
lific breeders.

by keeping the mature
